gone up in recent years from one end of the 

country to the other. Civic organizations, 
Chambers of Commerce, women’s clubs, art societies 
and many like bodies have joined forces to restrict, if 
not. to abolish entirely, the billboard form of adver- 
tising. : 

To these organizations and their members, and to 
countless more unaffiliated with them, billboards in the 
rural districts are unsightly. Their materialistic ap- 
peals to regain that lost vigor by taking liver pills, to 
save the spine with rubber heels, or to buy real estate 
in a booming town, desecrate the beauty of the coun- 
tryside, mar the esthetic tastes of travelers and bring 
little, if any, business to the advertisers, say the re- 
strictionists. Their use hastrebled since the war, and 
while lately there has been witnessed an inclination on 
the part of advertisers to dispense with these signs, 
many beautiful highways are still but roads walled on 
either side by tall, multi-colored and dilapidated 
boards, through the cracks of which automobilists are 
permitted to get an occasional peep at some famous 
mountain or river. 

“If the billboard nuisance is not checked,” said one 
proponent of restriction recently, “each national high- 
way will be but a tunnel, roofless to be sure, but, with 
‘sky writing’ now an accomplished fact, we may soon 
be prevented from even seeing the heavens. Soon it 
will no longer be ‘Sixteen miles from Wibbleton to 
Wobblieton,’ but, instead, ‘Six Spavin Cures and ten 
Clingstone Tires,’ while the distance from Schenectady 
to Troy will be estimated in liver pills.’’ 

Early this year the Massachusetts Departinent of 
Public Works issued new drastic rules and regulations, 
one provision of which states: ‘‘No permit will be 
granted for the location or maintenance of billboards, 
signs or other advertising devices near certain public 
ways where, in the opinion of the division, having 
regard for the health and safety of the public, the 
danger of fire and the unusual scenic beauty of the

territory signs would be particularly harmful to the 
public welfare.’’ 

Other States, while not going as far as Massachu- 
setts, are meeting the emergency in their own way. 
Twenty-two Florida counties have taken action through

there by authority of county or State. Seventeen 
counties have beautification commissions. Hundreds 
of billboards on county rights of way in the Southern 
State have been removed by the owners or torn down. 

More than a score of national advertisers have 
heeded the arguments of restrictionists and have either 
already given orders to remove their signs from rural 
districts or have at least agreed to terminate their con- 
tracts when they expire. This list is growing larger 
each day, and thus far includes the following tire com- 
panies: Fisk, Kelly-Springfield, Goodrich, Hood and 
Ajax, and among other firms, Kirkman & Sons, Pills- 
bury Flour Mills, Washburn-Crosby Company, Moun- 
tain City Mill Company, Champion Spark Plug, Ward 
Baking Company, Dodge Brothers, Nash Motor Com- 
pany, Fleischmann Company, Indian Refining Com- 
pany, Gulf ‘Refining Company, Sun Oil Company, 
Standard Oil Companies of California, New York and 
New Jersey, Cluett, Peabody & Co. and International 
Harvester Company. 

The National Committee for Restriction of Outdoor 
Advertising, of which Mrs. W. L. Lawton of Glens 
Falls is Chairman, is leading the fight. Cooperating

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METEORIC RISE OF A YOUNG WIZARD 
OF GOVERNMENTAL FINANCE 


LTHOUGH Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary 
A of the Treasury, has passed the age of 

threescore and ten and must therefore 
be classed among the elder statesmen of the 
Republic, he does not hesitate to call upon 
youth for advice and counsel when youth pre- 
sents itself clothed with knowledge and ability 
to serve. 

Secretary Mellon was largely responsible for 
the selection of S. Parker Gilbert of New York 
as the Agent General in the administration of 
the Dawes plan. Mr. Gilbert is 31 years of 
age and was an Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury when chosen for the Berlin assign- 
ment. More recently Mr. Mellon turned to a 
young man of 25 when he was called upon to 
fill the vacancy in the office of Solicitor of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. This important 
post was given to Alexander White Gregg, a 
native of Palestine, Texas, but a product of 
the Washington high schools, which he at- 
tended while his father was a member of Con- 
gress from the Lone Star State. 

Secretary Mellon regards young Gregg as a 
wizard in the field of taxation, both in his 
grasp of the science and in his ability to give 
it practical application. Mr. Mellon formulated 
the principles of what is known as the “Mellon 
plan,’’ proposed to the last Congress; but 
Gregg was the man who reduced it to writing.

Gregg explained the plan to the committees of 
Congress having jurisdiction, and he told just 
what it would do operating asa law. He con- 
trasted it with alternative proposals for the 
benefit, of the Congressional committees, and 
the profundity of his knowledge on the subject 
and his skill in translating its complexities 
into understandable terms amazed the law- 
makers. 

Gregg is the right-hand man of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in the administratior of 
the tax laws of the United States, particularly 
the income tax, and Mr. Mellon depends upon 
him for assista:.ce and guidance in the adjust- 
ment of the various problems that arise in this 
particular divi:.n of the fiscal department of 
the Government. He knows the laws, inter- 
prets them to the satisfaction of his superiors, 
and his adeptness in dealing with figures fre 
quently amazes his associates. 

As Solicitor of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
Mr. Gregg will have important work to do. To 
him will be assigned the Government’s side of 
the case in the controversy that has been pre- 
cipitated over the Treasury ruling requiring 
Senator Couzens of Michigan to pay $10,000,- 
000 or so in back taxes covering the sale of his 
stock in the Ford Motor Company. He is thor- 
oughly conversant with this transaction and 
is understood to have written some 
of the letters bearing the signature 
of Mr. Mellon in the now famous 
epistolary battle between the Secre- 
tary and Senator Couzens. 

Neither Mr. Gregg’s age nor his 
politics has barred him from advance- 
ment in the Treasury. He is a Dem- 
ocrat, but Secretary Mellon did not 
regard this as a defect when his at- 
tention was first directed to the young 
man from Texas. Five years ago he 
entered the Treasury at the age of 
20. He was assigned to the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, and from the very 
beginning became absorbed in ques- 
tions affecting taxation. His work 
attracted the notice of his superiors, 
and in December, 1923, he was ap- 
pointed Special Assistant to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to act in an 
advisory capacity on tax matters. 

Prior to that promotion he acted as 
Chairman of the special committee 
on Tax Appeals and Review. When
